Ely, the famous aviator, fell 
while making a flight at the 
State fair grounds today at 2:55 
o'clock and was so seriouslyv in- 
jured that death raaulted soon 
after. 

He was rushed to the hospital 
in an uneonseioos eonditkm, 

bloody and with many bones 
broken. He had just risen from 
the ground and was making his 
first turn, in a sort of dip over 
the crowd, when his machuM 
plunged to the ground. 

Ely is survived by a young 
wife, vrtiom ha auHrried-in Cali- 
fornia. 

Ely was the first man to alight 
on the deek of a warahip with aa 
aeroplane. During an aviation 
meet held in San Mateo county, 
California, Ely in a biplane, flew 
from the aviation eamp to San 
Francisco, a distance of about 
twenty milea, and alighted on 
the cruiser Pennaylvania, which 
was anchored in San Franeiaoo 
bay. After holding a reception 
on board the warship, Ely flew 
from the ahip back to the avia- 
tion camp and landed safely. 

Previous to this time, Ely had 
made a flight from the deek of a 
warship anchored in Chesapeake 
bay. Although he struck the 
water as he left the ship, he 
managed to raadi ahora. Ely 
formerly was engaged as an au- 
tomobile aaleaman in San Fran- 
cisco. He became proniiMBt 
as an aviator about two yeait 
ago.

many friends to whom I promised 
to write, I will say that we arriv- 
ed at Los Angeles on schedule 
time, [that is on Sunday at one- 
thirty p. m.,] was met there by 
my eon Ed., and changed ears 
for this ]ilaco. which was the first 
change since leaving Princeton. 
We arrived here about five p. m. 
and were met by the two families 
of my son and daughter. I found 
them all at the station ready to 
receive us and you may sruese it 
was a happy meeting. Ed has 
been out here eight and one-half

Our trip was without incident 
isave what we could see from a 
car window running about forty 
miles an hour. Of course when 
we got down in Tennessee and 
Mississippi we saw a great deal 
of cotton hut it seemed to me 
rather light but there were bales 
and bales of all along at the stat- 
ions until w e got to the cane belt 
and then it was cane and cane 
and more cane, then after cross- 
ing the river it was cane and rice 
The swamps were covered with 
cypress and Spanish moss hang- 
ing from the trees from top to 
bottom, the water was covered 
with water hyaeintht in full 
bloom which made a solid boquet. 
We found some nice country in 
at first and then [what,] Moequite 
cactus live oak is the best land 
and then cactus of all kinds, some 
two feet through and some less 
all through Texas until we got 
to El Paso and then some more. 
When we got to £1 Paso the pas- 
senger conductor came around 
and set your time back two hours 
which we did and that is the only 
time I have set my time since 
leaving home and am escaetly 
with train time here. 

[Question is this the Rio Grand 
yes! and across yonder is Old 
Mexico nothing but hills and 
mountains in sight. The river 
makes a sudden bend here into 
New Mexioo, we cross here and 
it seems that I might almost jump 
across it, that is, across the 
water.
